Preaching, as “a source of divine grace, Is 
not to be employed to exhibit religious truth in 
all its variety and wonderful power, to convince 
the intellect and subdue the soul. There ought 
to be preaching, it is true, but its main object is to 
enforce the claims of the church, the divine effica- 
cy of its ordinances, the bright chain of its unin. 
terrupted succession. If the mind of the hearer 
ean be gained to these credenda, its office is ful- 
filled and its object is accomplished. 

The views of these Divines, with respect to 
the real presence of the Saviour, are not popish. 
They do not hold to transubstantiation. They 
de not believe with the Romanists, that the ele- 
ments are changed, so that what was bread be- 
comes the body of Christ, and what was wine be. 
comes his blood. They hold, with the framers 
of the 39 articles, with many, not to say with 
most of the reformers, and even with Calvin him. 
self, that withthe elements there is a spiritual 
feeding upon the spiritual body and blood of the 
ascended but present Saviour. ‘To partake of 
these elemeuts is more than to show forth the 
Lord’s death until he come ; it is an actual and 
literal communion with the body and blood of 
Christ. How this is possible, they do not profess 


to understand, nor do they attempt to explain.— | 


‘Whatis meant by it, as they themselves admit, 
can neither be comprehended by the intellect, 
nor made more clear by words. 

These Divines claim, and they justly claim, 
that in this view of the real presence they are 
supported by the protestant reformers of the 
English Church, and by most of the reformers 
from papacy upon the Contivent. To charge 
them with holding the papal doctrine, is to betray 
either ignorance or falsehood. It is probably 
the fact, that though the doctrine of the real pres- 
ence, as thus explained, has retained its place in 
the venerable creeds of Episcopal and Presbyte- 
rian Churches, it has long since ceased to be 
held asa matter of faith by very many of their 
bishops and presbyters. Some of both have in- 
deed held fast to the origiual view of the Fa. 
thers. Others have ventured to recede a step or 
two; how far, they themselves hardly know ; 
while many practically and avowedly retain the 
simple view, that as oftas we eat this bread and 
drink this cup we show forth the Lord’s death un. 
til he come. 

Hence, many of the members and ministers of 
the English Church have hardly known what 
was orthodox in regard to this point, and have 
raised an outcry against the Oxtord Divines for 
reviving the protestant doctrine, almost uni- 
versal at the period of the reformation, and 
which is retained most distinctly in the words of 
their own articles. 

In the importance which they attach to the sa- 
crament, these Divines are most to be distinguish- 
ed from all protestant men, excepting only the 
glorious leader in whom they boast, Laud, the 
archbishop, with sundry other dignitaries of a 
kindred spirit, When they say that ‘ sacra- 
ments, not preaching, are the sources of divine 
grace,” they mean just what they say. The 


views expressed in the first four volumes of these | 
tracts, are but an expansion of this one brief 


phrase. 

‘The sacraments are the great, and as it were 
the only means of grace. On these the faith of 
the Christian fastens. The Church is to be hon. 
ored and embraced, because she alone adminis- 
ters them. The succession of her ministry is 
valued, because that gives the sacraments their 
valid efficacy. The word preached isto be heard, 
because it proclaims their wondrous virtues, and 
invites the sinner to partake of this gospel feast.

ANTIquITyY oF THE Baptists.—Under this! 


head the editor of the Religious Herald has pub- 
lished several numbers, in reply to ‘ Laurentius,’ 
who in one of the southern Methodist papers, 
undertook to prove there was no Baptist church 


The editor of the Herald traces the progress of | 
the Christian church frem the aposiles to the pre- | 
sent time, and his last number recapitulates the | 
following points as having been proved : 


“That there have been Baptists in every cen- 
tury, and in different countries, since the days of 
the apostles, espegially in England, the very 
country in which they were most needed, for our 
argument. We have proved that the Walden- 
ses generally were Baptists, especially in Bohe- 
mia and Moravia, until afier the reformation— 
that infant baptism was unknown in Great Brit- 
ain until the sixth century, and its introduction 
resisted in Wales until the twelfih—that the 
English Baptists did not derive their origin from 
the German Anabaptists, because there were 
Baptists in England before that period, in France, 
in Bohemia, in Poland, and in ‘I'ransylvania ; and 
secondly, because there is no proof that the Ger- 
man Anabaptists immersed ; and it is certain that 
their principles were totally different from those 
of the English Baptists—that the latter did not 
constitute their first church in 1645, but as far 
back as 1545—ihat the Baptist churches in this 
country do not all descend from Roger Williams, 
or look upon him as their founder—and that, even 
if his baptism had been irregular, it cannot inval- 
idate theirs—and that this supposed irregularity 
was remedied in the Providence church, by the 
settlement, within eight or ten years of its consti- 
tution, of a regularly baptized minister from Eng- 
land. In his attempt to unchurch us, ‘ Lauren- 
tus’ has been doomed to experience a signal fail- 
ure. Weare too firmly planted on gospel prin- 
ciples to be thus easily uprooted. He must de- 
stroy the New Testament, ere he can eradicate 
Baptist principles from the Christian church. In 
spite of all effort, there will yet be ‘one Lord, 
one faith, one Baptism ;’ and that baptism will 
be the immersion of believing disciples on a pro- 
fession of their faith, not the sprinkling of ‘ un- 
conscious babes.’”’—Cross § Journal. 


Bartists In Micuigan.—The Baptist Record 
has been giving brief views of the Baptist inter- 
ests in each of the States. From it we learn 
that the oldest Baptist church in Michigan was 
constituted at Pontiac in 1822; not more than 
eight other ehur¢hes were organized for the next 
ten years. Since 1822 the increase has been 
very rapid. There are now in the State nearly 
seventy Baptist churches, containing about 5,000 
members.

FREQUENT REMOVALS OF MINISTERS. 


Is it for the health of 1 churches, and dues it add 
to the usefulness of (he ministry, that inmisiers should 
resemble the Moon, rather than the Sun, io frequent 
changes? We trow not. That causes may exist to 
justity removals, is true; sull, the practice among us 
must be regarded and deplored as an evil. No sooner 
has a minister become acquainted and attached to a 
people, than a separation is talked of. No sooner 
bas he learned their state and circumstances, and can 
avail himself of this knowledge, to promote their 
spiritual welfare, than he must again be thrown 
ainong strangers. ‘The most slight and trivial causes 
lead toa disunion between a minister and people. 
The caprice and fickleness of a few in a church, 
leavens the whole lump, and by a spirit of fermenta- 
tion the minister is discharged. Hence, many min- 
isters, like erratic meteors of the night, surprise us 
only by a train, and then are lost in darkness. 

Hasty settlements are one cause of this evil. There 
are few ministers indeed, who have not a Frew good 
sermons. At their first introduction, these are preach- 
ed. In swallowing the sermons they swallow the 
man, but cannot digest him. Jonah-like, he is dis. 
gorged. His first sermons, like cream, cover much 
skim milk. Alas! this cream is thin. Let me in- 
quire, would it not be better to prove the man, and 
wait until the ardor of the hasty in spirit has cooled, 
and their enthusiasm abated.
